Beans, which are usually 
double-cropped with some 
other commodity, are com- 
ing into Cal-Bean from 
about 6,500 acres within 
a 30-mile radius of Pix- 
ley. The cooperative has 
170 members, 

Bickmore says that a 
major market has develop- 
ed this year right in the

Cotton Is Better Than Expected 


PORTERVILLE - Some- 
thing beside bad fortune 
has finally come the way 
of cotton growers. 

With the crop approach- 
ing the 95 per cent harvest 
point as a result of the 
unusually warm and long 
fall season, southeastern 
Tulare county growers 
state that yield will prob- 
ably average out some- 
where around 1.4 bales per 
acre, in spite of very late 
planting and doubtful de- 
velopment during the grow- 
ing season. 

While the per acre yield 
is certainly low by com- 


parison to good years, 
price has jumped to the 
highest point since the 
Korean war - over 43 cents 
a pound. 

This means that growers 
are getting from $30 to $40 
per bale more than they 
anticipated when the crop 
was planted last spring. ©

‘TIS THE STUPID SEASON IN D.C 

So the thimble heads in Washington are straightening 
out the deficit in the U, S. Post Office. 

You bet they are. 

Just like they straighten out too many things in 
Washington - backwards. 

For instance third class, bulk mailing, commonly 
referred to as ‘‘junk mail’’costs $1.1 billion annually to 
deliver. The mailers pay only 63 per cent of this cost. 
We taxpayers pay the rest. To correct this, the great 
brains in the U. S. Senate are considering a bill which, 
if passed, would require bulk mailers to pay 82 per cent 
of the cost. ; 

But why should junk mailers be subsidized? Why 
shouldn’t they pay all the cost? 

Those privileged businesses, like the L. A. Times, the 
New York .Times, The Farm Tribune, and other great 
publications, that are entitled to second class rates pay 
only 23 per cent of the $543 million annually that it costs 
to mail them. Proposal is to let publications pay 29 per 
cent of their post office handling charges, with taxpayers 
picking up the tab on the balance. 

But why should publications be favored? Why shouldn’t 
we, the publications, pay total handling costs? 

First-class mail, that more than pays for itself, is 
also due for a raise - letters from 5 cents to 6 cents; 
air mail from 8 cents to 10 cents. Which doesn’t make 
sense. 

Why raise the price of the only segment of mail that is 
already in the black? 

And inthe hopper alsois a 6 per cent postal employees 
pay boost, effective October 1, andanother 5 per cent in- 
crease next July 1, which would wipe out any move toward 
the black side of the ledger that the proposed rate in- 
creases would bring about. 

It’s really amazing tothink that men who profess to be 
running the country ona basis of commonsense and good 
business practices, even spend time arguing about how 
to put the U. S. post office on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
But since they are, we’ll tell them. i 

Just raise the price of postage in categories that are 
not paying their way to a point where income equals 
outgo. And lower the price of postage in that category 
where revenue exceeds outgo to a point of equaliza- 
tion. 

Arise, Washington thimble heads. Knock off this hog- 
wash about the post office deficit. 

Either tell your people that you are dishing out 
political scuttlebutt and that you have no intention of 
correcting the postal deficit, or go ahead and for once, 
add two and two and get four. 

Or is that asking too much?
